These phrases were apparently 
uttered by thousands of fiaht fans and bettors who were 
gasping last Friday night with a severe case of eur 
as challenger Jimmy Young hammered blows with all his 
might at the blubbery heavyweight champ Muhammad 
Ali during the 15 rounds of their world heavyweight 
clash. ; 

In the heat of the “battle royale” both ringside fans 
and TV viewers were awestruck at each surpring biow 
which landed on the bloated, yet irrepressible cham- 
pion’s body. 

But lurking in the shadows of wisdom were the unper- 
turbed. watchers. who. saw that Young's best punches 
were as punishing as wet sponges, but more importantly 
-knew that there is a co-relation between politics as 
sports. It takes more than a close In horsesnoes or a 
determined, but defeated effort to unseat an incumbent. 

In fact, Ali's strongest opponent of the weekend was a 
three-man panel o rters who grilled the unim- 
peachable Ali on CBS-TV’s “Face the Nai ion.” The trio, 
composed of moderator George Herman, CBS newsman 
Fred Graham, and Newsweek sportswriter Pete Bonven- 
tre, came out slugging with fast and furious questions 
that temporarily dazed the somber-like All, wha respon- 
ded like a businessman rather thar: a (stereotype) boxer. 

The undaunted, the verbal challengers continued with 
rapidity, with the well-honed journalists throwing left 
ana rignt combination questions ranging from fight 
training plans to previous quotes. 

Ali still looking a trifle bit- overweight, bobbed and 
weaved from.the reach: of trick questions and sucker 
punch inquiries on his marital status and problems, and 
his wealth. But the champ, responding in the epitome of 
formality, slick-talked the linguistical slickers into posing 
alternative questions, and Ali, one of the few sports 
figures ever -to appear on the politically-oriented 
program, eased back into his “hot seat” only to collect 
his second “victory” in as many days. 

As a footnote, Ali's 30-minute bout under the studio 
lights wasn’t really slick; nor was it cluttered with 
revealing facts that one might say “they knew all along.” 
Moreover, the former Cassius Clay's deadpanned 
disclosures didn’t tell viewers what he knew they would 
like to hear. Nope. No pre-fight loud-mouthing or wolt- 
tickets. Sorry, no politician's promises or catch-me-in-a- 
lie speeches. 

If anything, it was candor = Ali’s candor that suddenly 
changed the series of questions from poignant, -dirt- 
digging questions to soul-searching queries which said 
“Muhammad Ali, you're a helluva guy, but we're just 
doing our job.” . .

Racism And The Church 


There are numerous reasons for this 
assumption, held by both blacks and a 


growing number of whites. In spite of the 
denomination's much licized 
commitment to racial ethnic 


inclusiveness, they point out, that 
comm t has not been matched in 
money oy.. deeds. And baa al few 
blacks are in coveted national leadershi 


posts, there are not many blac 
executive se. Those that do exist — 
are often ffastrated by the overwhelming 


bureaucratic concerns of seemingly 
insensitive superiors who are apt to put 
bes neers: and racial inclusiveness. 
ile the United Methodist Church in 
1968 declared that racially se ated 
organizational patterns that kept blacks 
within- their own ‘structures were 
unconstitutional, it was only two years 
ago that white and black Annual 
Conferences were merged, However, 
some blacks such as Dr. Grant S§.' 
Shockley; president of the tnter= 
denominational Theological Center in 
Atlanta, Ga., point out that the problem 
which structural segregation symbolized 
has merely been redistributed. 
As partial evidence of this they point 
out that out of 39,000.local churches only 
3,400 have any black members, with 
these churches being 
predominantly black. On top of that, only 
about 11 per cent of United Methodists 
belong to a church which has any 
nonwhite members. 

Consider. these additional factors: 
black membership in the UMC has 
declined by “22,000 since 1968; black 
pastors are not being recruited fast 
enough to stock those black churches 
that exist, let alone to fill other crucial 
community programs that sorely need 
their guidance; and 12 black colleges 
related to the church, such as Clark, 
Bennett; Philander Smith, Paine and' 
Rust,-are-still- under-funded-by-a church 
that-took in. and doled out over $1 billion 
last year. 

If things are so difficult for blacks who 
comprise the church's largest racial 
group, one can imagine how other, 
smaller minorities are faring. Much 
worse, to be exact. There are no Native 
American. or_Hispanic bishops,.and only 
one Asian-American bishop. Their lack of 
representation on national boards and 
agencies has for years been recognized 
a8 a denominational disgrace. 

And, again as with blacks, their supply 
of pastors also is at a crisis point. Last 
October there were fewer than six Native 
American and Asian-American United 


Methodists enrolied in theological 
seminaries. In fact, things were so bad 
for Asian-Americans that they had to 
start recruiting pastors from Japan and 
Korea. : 

Racism in U.S. churches is still not talked 
about as widely as racism in political and 
économic circles. Perhaps to people 
other than those comparative few who 
are intimately. involved in the life of their 


churches,_there_is no. such entity as a ro lawyers 
ager 


racist-church. ? 

It does exist, however, and nowhere is 
it more evident than in those few 
predominantly white mainiine Protestant 
churches. 

Only about half of the nation’s biack 
population is churched. While the 
majority of blacks are members o 
predominantly or all-black de- 
nominations, others are members of 
predominantly white churches that -are 
now facing what is called an ethnic 
minority crisis. : 

Foremost-among them is the. giant 9.95 
million-member United Methodist 
Church, second in size only to the almost 
\ily-white Southern Baptist Church. 

According to statistics of its own 
research staff, the United Methodist 
Church.has a minimum of 422,251 racial 
and ethnic minority members, including 
353,326 blacks, 37,967 Hispanics, 16,713 
Asian-Americans, and 14,245 Native or 
Indian Americans. 

Because of this conglomeration, says 
the Rev. Woodie White, chairman of the 
church's General Commission on 
Religion and Race, the United Methodist 
Church is the most diverse’ church body 
in the country. It has, he says, the largest 
Spanish-speaking constituency of any 
Protestant body, the largest American 
Indian constituency, and the largest 
Asian-American constituency. 

It also has more blacks on its rolls than 
the Episcopalian, Presbyterian and. 

United Church of Christ put together. 

There are seven. black bishops 
scattered throughout the U.S. One of the 
denomination's four major program 
boards is headed by a black, and another 
black has been elected chief executive of 
a second board. Of seven divisions that 
comprise. its Board of Global Ministries, 
the church's largest program agency that 
spearheads the denomination’s work in 
55 countries overseas and in the U.S., 
two are by blacks — one of whom 
is a woman. 

Despite this the church is -facing a 
racial crisis of such proportions that it 
could conceivably become a church 
without blacks in another 50 years. 


Kluxer Vents Racist Spleen 


It is no secret that a great number of 
American blacks are opposed to 
Participating in the Bicentennial 
celebration this year. And efforts to 
convince them to do so, was probably 
weakened considerably last week when a 
bunch of reputed Kentucky, Ku Klux 
Klansmen vented their racist spleen at 
the first sight of a black at the wheel of 
their chartered Greyhound bus, with 
black co-pilot sitting nearby. 

When the 25 self-proclaimed super 
patriots boarded their Columbus bound 
bus at the Cincinnati Greyhound Bus 
Terminal, Eugene Beasley, the black 
driver was at the wheel, James Stewart, 
the other black driver was dead-heading 
to Columbus after having driven another 
bus to Cincinnati. 

Beasley said he became very 
apprehensive when he noted that the bus 
was plastered with anti-busing stickers 
and hailing Alabama Gov. George C. 
Wallace. As the bus rolled along, the 
passengers began chanting a tune, 
something about “nigger”, Beasley said. 

A-short distance from the terminal, a 
re eon gl who had expressed shock at 

aving a black driver when he boarded 
the bus, approached Stewart and 
inquired, “what the hell are you doing on 
this bus.” Before Stewart could explain 
his mission, the man, later identified as 
Clarence McNair, whipped out a gun 
ing Stewart to leap from the 
moving bus. 

Beasley said he escaped from the bus 
by wan that a police car was 
trailing .

ss, he has persevered and, today 
demands full recognition in all courts of 
the land. Plus the fact, that Black lawyers 
now serve on all courts from Justice of 
the: Peace to the U.S. Court. 

Even before the Civil War, a few Blacks 
qualified as lawyers after training abroad 
or, in private offices. They became the 
vanguard of the ee of Biack lawyers

According to the records, by 1900, 
there were 728 Biack lawyers in the 
United States. Most of them were trained 
at Howard University.

not recognized by the courts in 
most states. The few who lived in the 
South, were limited in their practice of 
the law to fraternal organizations and 
churches. in-most- of the South, 
there were no Black lawyers. Negro 
litigants..were  limited- in_legal 
representation. to a few. white lawyers, 
who condescended to represent Negro 
clients. Court appointed lawyers in 
criminal cases, mostly = went through 
the motions of defending their clients. 
And, if the accused Negro was opposed 
by a white. was difficult to get 
36. = representation at all. C= 
erefore, during the period of Recon- 
struction and, until the nineteen thirties, 
there was no justice for Negroes in any 
southern courts. 

In 1931 when the famous trial of the 
nine Scottsboro boys was held in Scotts- 
boro, Ala., the NAACP had to secure the 
services of two Jewish lawyers from New 
York to defend them.

arrangement under which, 274,000 whites 
control the destiny of 5.7 million blacks. 

Kissinger, we hope, has learned 
something from the fiasco in Angola, but 
probably not enough. When the Por- 
tuguese gave up rule in Angola, it came as 
a surprise to our State Department ex- 
perts, who all along doubted that the 
Angolan natives had the depth of deter- 
mination to oust the Portuguese from 


power. 

Kissinger and com , then decided to

trial portrayed on NBC TV on April 8th, 
got a good insight on how uneven justice 
was dispensed in the South. How 
unconscionable white judges could be 
and, how eyen Jews were scorned and 
treated. 

The Scottsboro boys’ case was the first 
big legal battle to establish.the rights of 
Negroes to a fair and impartial trial in the 
South, As bad as the Jewish lawyers in 
this case were treated, a Negro lawyer 
wouldn't have-been recognized by the 
court at all. 

As presented by NBC-TV, the Scotts- 
boro trial was accurate. | personally 
visited these nine boys in the Birming- 
ham jail; and, brought Ruby Bates to 
Cleveland for fund-raising mass 
meetings. 

The Angelo Herndon case in Atlanta, 
Ga., was the next test of Negro legal 
rights. in the South. 

According to the Legal Defense Fund, 
ey 1934, Charles H. Houston, Vice-Dean 
of Howard Law School, acknowledged 
designer of the blueprint to achieve 
equal rights through court action, was 

utting’ his plans into effect at the 

AACP offices in New York. He was 
joined in 1938 by his star pupil, Thurgood 
Marshall and the NAACP Legal Defense 
and Educational Fund was soon incorp- 
orated. During the next dozen years, 
Thur Marshall assembled the ablest 
and bravest Black lawyers across the 
South to realize the plan which, despite 
violence and threats of violence, led to 
the outlawing of school segregation in 
1954 and, eventually, the abolition of all 
eee statutes in America. 

oday, the Negro lawyer has come into 
his own. They are not only practicing in 
all the southern states, but, they are 
holding elected and appointed judicial 
offices as well. And, the number is 
constantly growing as Black students 
graduate from law schools in the South. 

A._number__of distinguished Negro 
lawyers_will_participate in the May 14th 
recognition program. Many of these men 
have paid the price for their pioneering.

Metzenbaum And FEPC 


What did he ever do for us, a young black political 
neophyte blabbered during a recent barbershop 
discussion of the U.S. Senatorial candidacy of 
Howard Metzenbaum, veteran Cleveland Democrat. A 
television commercial sponsored by James V. Stan- 
ton, Metzenbaum's primary election opponent, gave 
rise to the heated political diatribe. 

Since the Inquisitive young man wasn't a day over 
25, this Is not to ——, ea but rather to answer his 
perfect itimate question. 

froma aiceeeh point. of view, the record will not 
show what Metzenbaum did for us, but what he fran- 
tically tried to do for us and was blocked. 

Metzenbaum, a young member of the Ohio House of 
Representatives from Cuyahoga County during the 
96th General Assembly, 1945-46. introduced a Fair 
Employment Practices Bill before it was fashionable 
to take such a stand. It was Jan. 24, 1945 when Met- 
zenbaum drafted and introduced H.B 88 in the House. 
His co-sponsor was Edward Witmer, a young Canton, 
O. printer. 

The bill was designed to out law discriminatory em- 
ployment practices in employment based’upon race, 
color, creed, national origin of ancestry and declare 
an emergency. The measure was referred to the 
House Reference Committee undef the chairmanship 
of the late Gordon Renner, a Cincinnati Republican 
and a notorious conservative. Renner not only refused 
to refer the bill to a standing committee for a public 
hearing, he even tailed to take it up for debate in the 
Reference Committee. 

When it became obvious to Metzenbaum that Ren- 
ner would never release the bill, he filed, under a 
House rule, a discharge petition to force Renner’s 
hand. However, since Republicans were in the 


majority and it ulred a majority of signatures to 
take the bill from Renner’s graps, Metzenbaum's ef- 
fort failed. 


Two years later, as a member of the Senate, Met- 
zenbaum, on Jan. 14, 1947, reintroduced his FEPC 
bill, but again, under a Republican dominated Senate, 
it died in the Commerce and Labor Committee 
without a hearing. 

Admittedly, this information may not answer the 

ung man's question to his satisfaction, but lest we 
lorget, Ohio may not have had a Civil Rights Commit- 
tee today had Metzenbaum not started the ball to 
rolling 36 years ago in the Ohio Legislature. 

These comments should not be regarded as an en- 
dorsement of Metzenbaum, but rather as a method of 
setting the record straight. 


Desegregating Suburbia 
The Supreme Court's recent decision giving a 
reluctant Department of Housing and Urban Bovelop- 
ment authority to develop regional plans that would 
place low-income housing in the suburbs is a land- 
mark step toward reducing suburban apartheid 
policies. 

HUD was found to have violated constitutional 
rights by placing its public housing projects—in 
Chicago's. thus increasing in- 

The ‘ruling. doesn't mean the suburbs’ wall of ex- 
clusion will definitely be breached; It does, however, 
take HUD out of Its traditional role as accessory to 
discriminatory practices. 

And it is likely that a new round of court cases will 
be set off by this ruling, since the suburbs are likely to 
hide behind zoning and land-use restrictions to 
squirm out of any federal.scatter-site housing plans. 

But the Court's action opens the doof to 
metropolitan-wide solutions to ng eeqroow 
and it weakens its ruling in the 1974 roit school 
busing case that appeared to limit such metropolitan 

ies. Further, there are other cases in the docket 
that- challenge of housing segregation and 
promise to help break the white noose that strangies 
inger-cities through denying blacks and-poor people 
access to housing near new jobs in the suburbs. 

One such suit was brought by the Justice Depart- 
ment and charges national real estate appraisers and

ACCRA, Ghana — The 
traditions of this land 
survive the arrival of 
Western technology and 
Western ways. In fact, their 
co-existence is national 
policy. 

In marriage, a man may 
make a choice: one wife, 
Western style, or 
traditional marriage, with 
as many wives as he can 


support. In the cities, 
monogamy. is more 
common. 


An ill person may elect 
to be treated by traditional 
remedies, relying heavily 
on herbs and plants. Or a 
patient may be treated with 
Western medicine. Moves 
are under way to introduce 
herbalist practitioners into 
the modern hospitals.’ At 
the University of Science 
and Technology in Kumasi 
there is a program to learn 
more about traditional 
herbs as pharmaceuticals 
for modern use. 

Popular education for 
young people is a major 
accomplishment of the 
government. In the public 
schools the students are 
taught to read and write in

their own regional 
vernacular as well as to 
read and write in English. 

In the big modern hotels, 
native foods are 
prominently listed -on. the 
menus, generally at lower 
prices than Western style 
food. 

The people of Ghana 
explain their acceptance of 
ancient custom and 
Western culture as a 
process of adaptation, 
each to the other, not one 
of confrontation.
